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1 . BERNARD WEINRAUB IN JUNE 8 NEW YORK TIMES REPORTED 
THAT PRESIDENT CARTER TOLD CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION 
SUPPORTING DEVELOPMENT OF B-l BOMBER HE WOULD MAKE BASIC 
JUDGMENT THIS MONTH ABOUT FUTURE OF THAT EXPENSIVE PLANE. 

WEINRAUB SAID DEFENSE SECRETARY BROWN RECEIVED DETAILED 
STUDY ON B-l AND VARIOUS ALTERNATIVES TO IT, SUCH AS 
KEEPING B-52 OR DEVELOPING FLEET OF JUMBO JETS ARMED WITH 
CRUISE MISSILES THAT COULD BE LAUNCHED FROM OUTSIDE RANGE 
OF SOVIET AIR DEFENSE COVERAGE. BROOKINGS INSTITUTE LAST 
YEAR ESTIMATED THAT "STANDOFF BOMBER FORCE" AS ALTERNATIVE 
TO B-l MIGHT SAVE BILLIONS OF DOLLARS. BROWN, ACCORDING 

TO WEINRAUB, IS EXPECTED TO MAKE HIS OWN RECOMMENDATIONS 
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TO CARTER IN NEXT FEW WEEKS. GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS HAVE 
PREDICTED THAT PRESIDENT WILL DECIDE TO BUILD SOME B-1S 
BUT NOT 244 AIR FORCE WANTS. 

2. GEORGE C. WILSON IN WASHINGTON POST SAID PENTAGON AND 
MOSCOW HAVE PROVIDED ARGUMENTS FOR BUILDING B-l. PENTAGON 
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STUDIES PORTRAY B-l AS MOST ATTRACTIVE OPTION FOR HOLDING 
UP THIRD LEG OF "TRIAD," PENTAGON TERM FOR THREE TYPES OF 
STRATEGIC FORCES FOR SHOOTING NUCLEAR WEAPONS AT SOVIET 
UNION-BOMBERS, LAND-BASED MISSILES AND SUBMARINE-BASED 
MISSILES. WILSON SAID DEFENSE SECRETARY BROWN IN PUTTING 
TOGETHER HIS RECOMMENDATION TO PRESIDENT ON WHETHER TO 
ORDER B-l INTO PRODUCTION, COMMISSIONED NUMBER OF STUDIES 
AND ANNOUNCED PUBLICLY HIS DECISION WOULD HINGE LARGELY ON 
KIND OF AIR DEFENSE SOVIETS WERE EXPECTED TO FIELD IN 1980S 
AND 1990S. ONE PENTAGON STUDY, WILSON REPORTED, CONCLUDED 
THAT IT WOULD COST ALMOST AS MUCH TO RENOVATE CURRENT FLEET 
OF 350 B-52S AS TO BUY 244 BRAND NEW B-1S, 18 BILLION 
DOLLARS COMPARED TO 24.8 BILLION DOLLARS. ADDING THREE 
BILLION DOLLARS ALREADY INVESTED IN B-l , WILSON NOTED, 
DIFFERENCE IS EVEN SMALLER. ANOTHER SUGGESTED ALTERNATIVE 
TO B-l IS STUFFING CIVILIAN TRANSPORT PLANES, LIKE BOEING 
747, WITH AIR-TO-GROUND MISSILES THAT COULD BE FIRED WHILE 
PLANE REMAINED SAFE DISTANCE FROM ENEMY DEFENSES. PENTAGON 
STUDIES, WILSON SAID, SHOW THAT SOVIET FIGHTERS COULD 
SHOOT DOWN COMPARATIVELY SLOW CIVILIAN TRANSPORT BEFORE 
THEY COULD LAUNCH THEIR MISSILES. WILSON SAID SOVIETS 
"BY REFUSING TO CONSIDER SERIOUSLY COMPREHENSIVE ARMS 
CONTROL PROPOSAL CARTER SENT TO MOSCOW, HAVE PROVIDED 
PRESIDENT WITH ARGUMENT THAT HE NEEDS TO KEEP BUILDING 
B-l FOR BARGAINING POWER, EVEN THOUGH ALL ARMS BUILDING IS 
WASTEFUL’-AS HE SAID DURING CAMPAIGN. ..IT WILL BE 
TEMPTING FOR CARTER TO STATE THAT HE WILL BUILD UP TOWARD 
FORCE OF ABOUT 150 B-l BOMBERS BUT WILL CALL OFF PROGRAM 
IF SOVIETS AGREE TO PULL BACK ON MODERNIZATION OF THEIR 
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STRATEGIC ARSENAL AS WELL. ALTHOUGH B-l GO-AHEAD BY 
CARTER WOULD INFURIATE CITIZEN GROUPS ALLIED IN 'STOP B-l' 
CAMPAIGN, FEW LEADERS IN ARMS CONTROL COMMUNITY WOULD JOIN 
THEIR PROTEST. ARMS CONTROLLERS ARE FOCUSING INSTEAD ON 
STOPPING WEAPONS LIKE HIGHLY ACCURATE MARK 12 WARHEAD AND 
MX MOBILE MISSILE, WHICH THEY FEAR WOULD UPSET BALANCE OF 
TERROR BY THREATENING SOVIETS WITH SURPRISE FIRST STRIKE. 

ARMS CONTROLLERS DO NOT PUT B-l IN 'FIRST STRIKE' CATE-

3. WASHINGTON POST, IN EDITORIAL, SAID "IT IS RELIEF TO 
LEARN THAT PRESIDENT CARTER DOES NOT PLAN AUTOMATICALLY TO 
APPROVE PRODUCTION OF CONTROVERSIAL NEUTRON WARHEAD FOR 
ARMY'S LANCE MISSILE." POST NOTED PRESIDENT, ACCORDING TO 
WHITE HOUSE SPOKESMAN, WILL REACH NO JUDGMENT ON WHETHER TO 
GO AHEAD WITH WARHEAD UNTIL TWO IMPORTANT PENDING STUDIES 
OF AMERICAN MILITARY NEEDS HAVE BEEN COMPLETED. "WE HOPE 
HE WILL THEN SAY NO TO NEUTRON WARHEAD," POST CONCLUDED. 
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4. NEW YORK TIMES SAID ADMINISTRATION DECISION NOT TO 
SELL 250 F-18L FIGHTER PLANES TO IRAN MEANS POTENTIAL LOSS

IRAN WAS SET TO FINANCE DEVELOPMENT OF LAND-BASED VERSION

"ADDITIONALLY, 
DESPITE HEAVY US PRESSURE, NEITHER HAS SIGNED NUCLEAR 
NON-PROLIFERATION TREATY," DEYOUNG POINTED OUT. SHE SAID 
LATINS, PARTICULARLY BRAZIL AND ARGENTINA, MAINTAIN THEY 
HAVE THEIR OWN SAFEGUARDS WRITTEN INTO BILATERAL AGREE-
